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THE ROGERS FAMILY 
BY 
Eleanor Lexington in the L.A. Times. 
June 21, 1903 


The name Rogers or Rodgers is derived from the word Hruod 


in Frank; Hrother in the north, and Ruhm in the modern 
German, meaning fame or glory. In the German it is Roger or 


Rudiger, in Spanish it is Rogerio, and in Italizn Ruggetieno. 
Historical tradition associates the name with all that is 
true, noble and reliable. A meaning ascribed to it is ‘one 
whose word is reliable.! 

It. has been claimed that the name is derived from the 
French, since ve read that Roger I, Count of Sicily and = 
Calabria, the founder of the Norman Dynasty in these count- 
ries was born in Normandy, France about 1031. This suggests 
that the English’ Rogers Famili es were possibly originally 
Norman French and went to England with William the Conquer- 
or. 

Of early ancestors there was Aaron Rogers, a merchant of 
Kome, Italy, who in the year 1500 in consequence of religious 
persecution ns, fled for his life and took up his residence 


in London. ‘There he resumed his business and became rich. 
He was the great grandfather of the first Protestant 
martyr in the reign of Queen Mary - John Rogers who was 
probendary of St. Paul ts-.Cathedral, ang was burned at the 
stare-at Omithfiield February. 4, 155 ». His grandson James 
Rodgers was one.of.the first settlers in. this. country. 
Thomas Rogers and his son, Joseph, came over in the 
May flower, but ee died soon. after his arrival. His 
other children came later and all settled in Plymouth. 

Another Leneret teach was GSOr Be) Rogers, who came from fre- 
land. , itis recorded of another George Rogers that he was 
'born on the sea and rocked in a tortoise- shell cradle.! 

Te fact that James Rogers was. chosen to fill many inm- 
portant positions in Connecticut where he lived shows the 
estimation in which he was held by the community. He was 
deputy of the Court of Elections and Representative to the 
General Court seven times within about as many years. Goa 
nor Winthrop showed his esteem for him in many ways. For 
many years prior to 1666 James Rogers carried on by far ¢: 
most extensive and domestic trade of any man in New London 
or possibly in Connecticut. 

Samuel Rogers. the first settier in New Jersey of the 
name had five children: Ann married Francis Hopkinson, 
signer of the Declaration of Independence. Their son was 
Joseph Hopkinson, author of the works’ of the famous nathional 
air 'Hail Columbia.'! 

Joseph, son of Samuel Rogers, served with credit in t 
Revolutionary Army. His sister, Elizabeth, m. Cols Joser 


Borden, the founder of Bordentown, N.J., anc a zealous pat- 
riot.
